Court rejects 
lawyers’ bid

BOISE — The Idaho Supreme Court 
Wednesday rejected an attempt by a crimi- 
nal defense attorney group to slop the exe- 
cution of double murderer Keith .Eugene 
Wells, scheduled in twp weeks. 

The Idaho Attorneys for Criminal Justice 
filed motions with the Supreme Court Tues- 
day to stop the execution for further review. 
But less than 24 hours later, the court issued 
a brief order denying the request. 

' , it was'sighed by Chief Justice Charles 
McDeyitt. Witlioutcomment.thc court re- . 
jeeted requests for rehearing and reconsid- 
eration, a bid to have the court retake juris- 
diction and to appoint a "conllict-frcc coum . 
scl" for Wells. 

Wells is represented by public defender 
Amil Myshin. 

Lynn Thomas, solicitor general, filed a 
motion with the Supreme Court contending 
that the Idaho Attorneys for Criminal Jus- 
tice group has np standing in the case. 

It was the second time the lawyer group 
has been refused permission to intervene in 
the case.

Farm mall tops 
initial hurdle, 
hits opposition

JEROME - The Crossroads Ranch 
development met with opposition from 
downtown Jerome business owners 
and three Magic Valley livestock auc- 
tion houses Tuesday night. 

But the Jerome County I’lanning and 
Zoning Commission unanimously ap- 
proved rezoning half the needed acres 
and grunted a special-use pennit to al- 
low building the ranch’s first pha.se - a 
new livestock sale yard. 

Plans call for Shoshone Sale Yard 
Ine. to move to Crossroads. 

'Hie rezoning and special-use pennit 
will go before the Jerome County 
Comnii.ssion in the second week of 
January. 

If the county commission approves. 
Crossroads developers will ask the 
state Agriculture Department to trans- 
fer the Shoshone sale yard license to 
the Cro.ssroads location at the nortli- 
wc.st comer of the intersection of Inter- 
state S4 and Highway 93. 

, If all that is approved, construction 
of the first phase of Crossroads could 
begin sometime in 1994, said Steven 
Thorson,”” . 


Thorson is a Twin I'alls historian 
.spearheading the Crossroads develop- 
ment for TRF.Pacific Inc., a Washing- 
ton developer of shopping malls and 
olTice buildings. 

The first phase of tlic Crossroads 
woiild be an automated livestock auc- 
tion yard owned or leased by Pete Pe- 
terson, proprietor of the Shoshone Said 
Yard, and other local investors, whom 
Thorson wouldn't name, rite covered 
auction yard has a planned capacity of 
up to 6,000 head of livestock and 
would operate twice a week. 

This first phase would be on High- 
way 93, across from the Petro II track 
Slop. 

Next to the aucliort facility would be 
a 2,SO0-seat arena for trade shows; 
rodeos and country music concerts: 
Agriculiure-rclatcd retail stores and-of- 
fices would surround the arena. 

Businesses in this firsr pha.se could 
employ 80 to 100 people, Thorson 
said. ; 

Afier all seven phases of Crossroads 
are developed, os many as 1 .000 nevy 
jobs could be created by the year 2000;

"1 don’t mind Twin Fulls growing, 
but not at the expense of Jerome,” said 
Planning Commissioner Koy Prescott 
ut a commission meeting Tuesday 
, night. 

Twin Falls wants to update iu water 
system at Alplieu.s Spring on the north 
side of the Snake River to bring it up 
to federal standards. The spring is in 
Jerome County, and the city needs a 
special-use pennit to do the work. 

In the middle of the meeting, the 
commissioners lull their seats and met 
privately at the buck of the room. 

When they reconvened. Newman 
said he thought Twin I'alls had 
changed its plans for the designs of the 
water .sy.stem since a month ago when 
the city prc.sei\tcd its plans to the com-' 
mission. 

But Twin Falls City Manager Tom 
Courtney said there had been no de- 
sign changes. Twin Falls is proposing 
to build a chlorination plant on the 
Soulir side of the river ~ in Twin Falls 
- but pipe chlorine across the river to 
chlorinate the water on the Jerome 
County side of the river at Alpheus 
Creek. 


• Prescptrnlso'said'hc still has con- 
cerns about how much water Twiti 
Falls will take from the .spring. 

Prescott then said a fish farm down- . 
.stream from Alpheus Creek hasn’t had 
a chance to voice il.s opinion.? on the 
new water system and water treaUnent, 
although the plans have been publi- 
cized. So Prescott asked the commi.s- 
'sioners to hold unoilier public meeting 
on the issue. 

The commissioners then voted 
unanimously to delay their decision 
and hold another public meeting Jan. 
10 to discuss granting u special-use 
permit to the city of Twin Fulls for the 
water system. 

“It’ll set us back," said Jim Lcich- 
liler, an engineer with JUB Engineer- 
ing who is working on plans for the 
new water system. 

Twin Fulls is under an April IS fed- 
eral deadline to gel its new water sys- 
tem into compliance with Environ- 
mental Protection Agency rales. ■ 

Twin Falls currently gets its water 
from Alpheus Creek, but new EPA 
regulations require cities to get their 
water from “underground” sources .or 
cl.se filter the water. It’s cheaper to 
move the water source upstream to the 
.spring than filter the water.' 

Twin Falls officials and their engi- 
neers were expecting approval at 
Tuesday's meeting. 

“It's made it a lot tighter schedule. 
But it's still po.ssibIe,” Lcichlitcr said.

"It’s been«probably 
the best year the fireaniis in- 
dustry has experienced in at 
least the hist 20 years.”

Dealers, cslimuicd, holiday 
gun sales will be up more than 
1 00 percent over last year. 

Those assessments were 
corroborated by visits to a 
sampling of firearms super- 
stores across the country, 
from Maine to southern Cali- 
fornia, At store after store;

•WASHINGTON (AP) — 
President Clinton denounced allega- 
-tions-Wednesday-that-hcTised'his- 
security dclaiT while governor of 
Arkansas to help arrange extramari- 
tal awaits. 

.“They’re outrageous and they're 
not so,” he said of the accusations. 

"We have not done anything 
wrong," the president told The 
Associated Press. It was his first 
public comment on charges by two 
Arkansas state troopers that they 
helped Clinton meet women, booked 
hotel rooms for liaisons and sneaked 
a woman into the'govemor’s man- 
sion after he was elected president. 

He denied that he tried to buy the 
silence of one trooper by offering, 
him a job before the allegations 
became public. “The allegations on 
abuse of the state or the federal posi- 
tions I have — it’s not true," Clinton 
said. 


“That absolutely did not happen,” 
Clinton said Hrmly. 

— Question s -a b o ut dir t r oopers' alle-" 
gations .dominated three separate 
interviews Clinton conducted as 
year-end assessments with reporters 
from news agencies, radio networks 
and the Arkansas metfia. 

“It’s a painful thing, especially at 
holiday lime," the president said. At 
times, he seemed uncomfortable 
talking about the charges. 

In his interview with AP 
Broadcast and other radio networks, ' 
the president was asked directly, b^'

He indicated he would not meet 
with Zhirinovsky. 

“I have no plans to do that,” 
Clinton said of a possible meeting 
with the right-wing rival to Ru.ssiun 
President Boris Yeltsin during the 
Jan. 12-15 summit. Ho commented 
in a wide-ranging ycat4nd interview 
with The A.s.sociatcdTrcss and other 
news agencies. 

He said he had talked to Yeltsin 
about the trip in a “rather lengthy" 


phone call Wednesday morning and 
Yeltsin was “very upbeat and eager 
to get to work with the' ... new par- 
liament and pretty confident that (he 
work of economic reform and 
democracy would continue.” 

Although there has been some 
criticism of the liming of Clinton’s 
visit to Moscow, given (he poor 
.showing made by Yeilsin's support- 
ers in the parliamentary elections, he 
said to not go would send the wrong- 
signal. 

He said the trip is important to 
bolster Yclusin. 

Clinton aI.so said that, while he 
wants to do more to normalize rela- 
tions with the former communist 


countries of Eastern Europe, he docs 
not expect that NATO will be 
expanded to include them at this 
lime. 

“But I do think there will be a lol 
of discussion at this summit about 
what's happening, not just in Russia 
but in (he former communist world," 
he said. 

Clinton will attend a" NATO sum- 
mit in Brussels. Belgium, on his way 
to Moscow on a trip (hat will also 
include stops in Switzerland and 
Belarus. 

In the interview, summing up his 
first 1 1 months in office. Clinton 
said he’d had many highs. Among 
(hem, he cited (be confirmation of 


Supreme Court Justice Ruth Dadcr 
Cinsburg. passage of his budget 
package and the North American 
Free Trade Agreement, and signing 
of (he Middle East peace accord. 

"The low for me as president - 
obviously was when the young men 
lost (heir lives in Somalia," he said, 
rcfcm'ng to the 18 Amcrican.s'ki‘IIcd 
in a fire fight in Mogadishu on Oct. 

3. 

"I’m very pleased with the year 
we’ve had." Clinton said, boasting 
that he had finished work on his 
budget for the next fiscal year' — 
nearly a month ahead of the usual 
schedule — and that it would reduce 
the deficit to below S200 billion.

Final budget cuts should reduce deficit to $190 billion by 1995 


WASHINGTON (AP) — 
President Clinton has made final 
decisions on a “very tight" budget 
that will reduce next year's deficit to 
SI90 billion by trimming hundreds 
of federal programs, the administra- 
tion said Wcdnc.sday. 

White House Budget Director 
Leon Panctia .said the administration 
had managed to increase spending in 
the 1995 fiscal year for such things 
as Head Start, AIDS research and 
adding 100,000 police officers. 

• However, to fund increases in 
Clinton’s “investment" categories, 
spending had to be reduced else- 
where to stay within a S540 billion 
^ceiling on discretionary spending 
*imposcd by last year's deficit reduc- 
tion law. 

Panetta safd (he administration 
had stayed within the spending caps 
imposed by Congress by making 
outright reductions in hundreds of 
federal programs and freezing hun- 
dreds of others at their 1994 spend- 
ing levels, without even allowing 
increases for inflation. 


Of the government’s 14.1argcst 
agencies, nine will sec smaller bud- 
gets for the 1995 fiscal year, which 
begins Oct. 1, than thty have now, 
Panetta said. He said 100,000 feder- 
al jobs would be eliminated by- the 
end of 1995. 

— “We’ve got a hard freeze imposed 
across the board," Panetta said. “Wc 
. are talking about a very tight budget 
here.” 

Clinton personally signed off on 
the details of the budget after 23 
hours of meetings with agency heads 
and his economic team, Panetta said. 

The president’s decisions will 
now be sent back to the agencies and 
the Office of Management and 
Budget to be compiled into an 
administration budget to be sent to 
Congress on Feb. 7. 

While the Reagan and Bush 
administrations tried and failed to 
get congressional approval for many 
of the same budget cuts, Panetta pre- 
dicted (hat Clinton would have more 
success in part because of the new 
fervor for deficit reduction. 


“1 feel very confident (hat this is a 
budget that we will, be able to pass 
in this next Congres.s," he said. 

Panetta refused to talk about spe- 
cific reductions although he did not 
dispute reports from mass transit 
.lobbyists that one of the cuts the 
administration-will 5eek.is.elimina- 
lion of S802 million in annual subsi- 
dies for urban transit systems. 

Jack R. Gilstrap, executive vice 
president of the American Public. 
Transit Association, said that reduc- 
tions in these subsidies would force 
cities to cut back services and 
increase fares. 

Among the budget details: 
DEFENSE: Panetta said that a 
dispute between 0MB and the 
Pentagon over a S31 billion funding 
shortfall at the Defense Department 
has been re.solvcd by an agreement 
to propose an extra S9 billion to SIO 
billion in spending for salary 
increases over this period. The 1995 
budget docs not compensate (he 
Pentagon for what it claimed was a 
S20 billion shortage due to increased 


inflation, although this issue will he 
reviewed, Panetta said. 

HEALTH: The administration 
will propo.se extra spending fur 
AIDS research and incrcasc.s for the 
childhood immunization program 
and women's health initiatives. 

CHILDREN: In addition to 
increased funding for the. prc-sctiuol 
Head Start program, Panetta said the 
budget would include increases for 
the federal infant feeding program, 
(he president’s new national service 
program, the administration's effort 
to establish national learning stan- 
dards and federal. education pro- 
grams for poor children. To help pay 
for (he new initiatives. Panetta .s:iid 
the president's budget would pro- 
pose eliminating several lower prior- 
ity eduction programs. 

JOBS: The administration will 
propasc additional resources for (he 
Job Corps, worker retraining and the 
Community Development Bank pro- 


gram to provide business loans in 
distressed areas. 

ENVIRONMENT: Panctia indi- 
cated the adininisiralion would make 
up for cuts the Environmental 
Protection Agency suffered last 
year, particularly in (he funding of 
waste water (realmcnl grams. 

TECHNOLOGY: To fund the 
president's "invesimenl” program, 
increases will be made in the pro- 
gram to develop ihc "information 
highway” projecl. to boost defense 
conversion and to support increased 
research by the National Science 
Foundation and the National 
Institute for Standards and 
Technology, an arm of the 
Commerce Department. 

TRANSPORTATION: Panctia said 
the udministralion would seek full 
funding of the 1991 law designed to 
provide $14.5 billion over seven years 
for rebuilding and expanding the 
nation's inmsporlaiion system. 


In addition. Panctia said the 
administration vvould continue to 
provide increased financial support 
for the former Soviet Union and 
other former communist countries in 
Eastern Europe as well as increased 
spending to provide for llie border 
clean-up Congress demanded when 
it approved llie North American Free 
Trade Agreement with Mexico, 

The administration's full budget 
request will top SI. 5 trillion. In 
addition to discretionary programs, 
the budget includes so-called 
mandatory spending for such big 
government benefit programs ns 
Social Security and Medicare that 
must be pajd to all recipients who 
qualify. 

The $190 billion deficit reduction 
target for 1995. if achieved, would 
represent the smallest deficit since a 
shortfall of $152.5 billion in 1989. 
Tlic deficit for the fisckl year ending 
last Sept. ."^O was $254.7 billion. 


Pentagon outlines regulations 
on enforcing homosexual policy

WASHINGTON (AP) — The 
Pentagon outlined spccifib’ regula- 
tions Tuesday to enforce the new 
law on gay.s serving in the military, 
saying homosexuality is not a bar to 
service but forbidding homosexual 
conduct. 

Outlawed sexual acts include 
“touching a person of your same 
sex or allowing such a person to 
'touch you for the purpose of satis- 
fying sexual desires." It gives the 
iexample of hand-holding, kissing or 
other physical contact. 

The new rules cap an agonizing 
year in which President Clinton, 
faced with strong opposition, aban- 
doned his campaign pledge to lift 
the ban outright and settled for a 
.“don’t ask, don't iell, don't pursue" 
policy that differ only slightly from 
the old rules. 

“Wc are confident that the new 
policy will maintain unit cohc.sion 
arid’will maimain'lhc readiness of^ 
the best-trained, best-equipped mili- ' 
tary in the world today,” Defense 
:Sccrctary Lcs Aspin said in a state- 
ment released at the Pentagon. 

' “This was an enormously divisive 
and emotional issue," Aspin told a 
news conference, adding:- “Wo’ve 
got the right solution.” * 

The regulations arc designed to 


give precise definitions of homo- 
sexual conduct and conditions that 
would prompt an investigation that 
could lead to a service member 
being rcmovcd'from the military. 

The rules announced today do not 
address heterosexual activity. The 
military has had a long-standing 
policy barring fraternization 
between officers and enlisted mem- 
bers. 

“Homosexual conduct is dedned 
as a homosexual act, a statement by 
the applicant that demonstrates a 
propensity or intent to engage in 
homosexual acts, or a homosexual 
marriage or attempted marriage," 
the new directive states. 

Along with the regulations, the 
Pentagon also released a training 
guide for commanders in the field, 
describing several "scenarios" upon 
which to base their decisions. 

For e'xample, a commander may 
be'adviscd not to open an investigav 
tion if a service member is* seen 
leaving a known gay bar, or is seen 
reading g£y publicaticms. 

Once a commander has been 
notified that a service member was 
seen leaving a gay bar, Ihc com- 
-mander "should not begin an 
inquiry into this matter. Going to a 
gay bar is not a crime, nor does it. 


in il.sclf. constitute a 'nonverbal 
statement’ by the .service member 
(hat be is a homosexual." 

However, a commander would be 
advised to open an investigation if 
“a member engages in behavior that 
a reasonable person would believe 
is intended to convey the statement 
that (he member is homosexual or 
bisexual." 

The new policy covers five arexs: 

* The policy of bringing appli- 
cants into Ihc military has been 
revised so that no one will be asked 
about his or her sexual orientation. 

< The policy on separation has 
been revised “to emphasize that (he 
Defense Department judges the 
suiiabill^ of persons to serve in the 
Armed Forces on (he basis of con- 
duct, not sexual orientation.” 

The acts that will cause one to be 
removed from (he service include, 
homosexual acts, same sex roar- 
._iiagcs, and statcment.s by an indi- 
,vidual that he or she is a homosexu- 
al or bisexual. I

- CAPE TOWN. South Africa (AP) 
— Defying shouts of “Treason!" and 
threats of war from rightists, the 
white-run Parliament approved a con- 
stitution Wednesday giving whites 
and blacks equal status in South 
Africa for the first time. 

The historic road map to a new 
South Africa, endorsed by the 
African National Congress, pos^ by 
an overwhelming vote of 237-45. It 
was probably the last seating of a 
Parliament that excludes ihc*black 
majority ond-gives Asian and mixed- 
race lawmakers tittle power. 

The document will result in self- 
government for blacks for the first 
time in South African history, and 
promises protection of individual and 
minority rights: The country’s first 
election open to all races is set for 
April 27. 

Pro-ANC lawmakers at the emo- 
tional session shouted “Viva!” and 
“Amandla” (“Power is ours”) and 
lined their ftiits in a jubilant salute. 
Flushed members of the right-wing 
Conservative Party .-sputtering- in- 
rage, denounced as traitors all those 
who voicd "yes.” Some white right- 
ists shouted ‘Treoson!” 

About half of (hose in the public 
gallery also stood up in protest, and 
police hud to hustle off one young 
white protester who showered 
President F.W. dc KIctk with epithets 
from the gallery. Most in the gallery 
■ were while. 

Despite four .years of “oltacks. 
curses and insults" since he began the 
process of dismantling apartheid in 
1990, dc Klerk said Wednesday: "I 
am now more convinced than ever 
-that4 l i av c m adethe-ri^t-choicc:** 

"There is no better way to avcil the 
threat of left-wing and right-wing 
radicalism, from communism or 
Nazism, than to dojt democratically 
at the polling booths,” he said. 

The new constitution replaces a 
system that for generations denied the 
black majority the right to vote, hold 
political ofllcc or have any voice in 
national affairs. 

"Now. for the first time, the future 
holds the promise of a brighter 
tomorrow,” ANC President Nelson 
Mandela said in a statement issued by 
ANC headquaners in Johannes-burg.

Yeltsin vows reform 
won’t be^erailed 


MOSCOW (AP) — President 
Doris Yeltsin firmly promised 
Wednesday not to abandon hi^ 
free-market policies and blamed 
discord among reformers for the 
upset by extreme nationalists in 
parliamentaiy elections. 

In his first major response to the 
elections, Yeltsin ended days of 
deep concern ut home and abroad 
that he might alter the reform 
course following the victory of 
ultmnaiidnalists, who have vowed 
to dismantle his economic poli- 
cies. 

But Yeltsin told a Kremlin news 
conference that "ihc limit of the 
people's patience has nearly been 
reached" aOcr two years of painful 
economic refonns, 

He said his guvemment would 
do more for ilie poor and unem- 
ployed. who have suffered the 
most and were vulnerable to 
“aggressive populist slogans." 

Yeltsin, smiling frequently, was 
upbeat and confident throughout 
the hourlong news conference, 
broadcast live on national TV 
from thc/fnceling hall of the for- 
mer So/icl legislature. 

The V_niftionalisl Liberal 
Democratic Party led by Vladimir 
Zhirinovsky won nearly a quarter 
of Che vote in the Dec. 12 election, 
raising fears Yeltsin might seek to 
accommodate a dangerous politi- 
cal force, 

But Yeltsin emphasized 
I — Russiats-economic-and-forcign- 
policy would remain the same and 
said he would serve out his term 
as pre.sident, which expires in June 


1996. Economics Minister Yegor 
Gaidar, the ’architect of the 
lufuiiib, will btuy in ofllec, Vclbiii 
said, "liiat means that the course 
he is following will continue," the 
president declared. 

Yeltsin will be able to pursue 
reforms despite parliamentary 
opposition because the new consti- 
tution — approved in the same 
election — gives him sweeping 
powers. 

Speaking calmly, Yeltsin said 
the election results were not a 
tragedy for Russia. 

"Throughout the election cam- 
paign, wide use was nude of dem- 
agoguery, preaching of primitive 
nationalism, outright lies and even 
dangerous provoentions,” he said. 
“Unfortunately, a. substantial part 
of-ihe electomtc is still loo trusting 
of reckless promises.” 

Without naming names, Yeltsin 
criticized the reformen;, who split 
into numerous political blocs 
rather than uniting in one party to 
fight the opposition. "Everything, 
including lack of experience, the 
overriding ambitions of certain 
political leaders and the inability 
to reckon with reality, made itself 
felt in the course of the election 
campaign,” Yeltsin said. "Discord 
among Ihc democratic forces 
played a fatal part." 

Yeltsin already has fired a num- 
ber of officials, including reform- 
ers, and dissolved the' powerful

Japan’s jobless numbers grow 
as downturn enters 3rd year 


TOKYO (AP) — Like most 
Japanese white-collar workers, 
Yasushi Horiguchi wakes up early, 
boards a train packed with sleepy 
commuters and heads downtown. 

Horiguchi's daily destination, how- 
ever, is symptomatic of the worst 
recession to hit Japan in decades: it's 
the unemployment office. 

"I've been doing this nearly every 
day for twp months," he said. "It's 
pretty lough to find anything.” 

Fired after working two years in 
the office of a major industrial pump 
manufacturer, Horiguchi, 26, began 
his career expecting the guarantM of 
lifetime employment usually offered 
by major Japanese firms. 

That tradition, which was limited 
mainly to the biggest and strongest 
companies, depended on a fast-grow- 
ing, export-based economy. 

But as the recession stretches into 
its third year and a stronger yen bites 
into exports, even the biggest firms 
are finding they cannot afford to 
carry extro hands on their payrolls. 

“J'm at a loss," said Masatoshi 
I^fane, a job seeker at an employ- 
rncni office in Tokyo. Kuranc said he 
was fired in June from his job as q 
driver for an insurance company that 
trimmed its fleet of chauficured cars., 
to cut costs. 

Kuranc, in a suit, lie and immacu- 
late shoes ever; though he hatLno. 
interview scheduled, said he was sjip;-. 
porting his family of three with 
unemployment insurance checks 
worth about three-fourths of his for- 
mer salary. Those run out in 
February. 

“Things aren’t going to get any 
better." he said. “I’m nearly 50 now, 
so it's really unlikely I’ll find any- 
thing permanent.”

What do conservatives 


want in public schools? 


The way we sec it, if you argue pub- 
licly against some idea, you should of- 
fer an alternative. 

And that nile appliesjp education 
funding. Wc'vc repeatedly criticized 
the Idaho education establishment’s 
campaign to soak taxpayers with enor- 
mous budget increases. But the ques- 
tion we sometimes hear is, “OK, so- 
you'rc against tax increases - what are 
you for?” 

It’s a fair question, and an important 
one. Lots of Idaho citizens oppose 
spending wads of money on a vague 
quest to improve education. But those 
citizens aren’t united behind any co- 
herent philosophy. Instead of defining 
themselves, they suffer under a label 
. designed by their opponents: “anti-ed- 
ucation.” 

With the education establishment 
pressuring the Lcgj.slature, for huge 
budget increases, we think supporters 
of a more frugal approach ought to 
work on spelling out their ideas. 

With that in mind, here’s a tentative, 
'*partial‘llrsrdrart‘ot4rfrugaltaxpayer*?~ 
manifesto for education in Idaho. 

We believe in: 

Excellence. Make schools an envi- 
ronrhent in which students can reach 
their potential - not just achieve ade- 
quacy. To a large extent, ^Idaho 
schools already do this, as evidenced 
by local graduates who go on to the 
nation’s finest universities. (An Arco 
lad recently landed a Rhodes Scholar- 
ship.) 

nexibility. Students should be given 
the kind of education they need for the 
lives they plan to lead. For some kids, 
that means a college track. For others, 
it should mean an opportunity to learn 
marketable technical skills in high 
school - or at'lcast'to lay the ground- 
work for vocational training. Wc do 


this in Idahni-but not enmigh 


Parent involvement. Schools should 
encourage parents to take pah in their 
children’s schooling - in meaningful 
ways, not just in booster clubs. Par- 
ents should instill in their children a 
commitment to learning, and monitor 
their children's school work. A slogan 
for every family: Less TV, more read- 
ing. 

Academics first. Spons and other 
exlracuniculiir activities mustn’t steal 
resources and time from the basic 
business of education. If money is 
short (as it always seems to bo), those 
activities should be on the list of ex- 
pendables. (And how did competitive 
athletics get to be the job of schools, 
anyway? Wouldn’t it be more sensible 
to let taxpayers pay for education, and 
to let parents and private donors pay 
for recreation?) 

Professionalism. Teachers should be 
treated like professionals, that means, 
among other things, that they should 
be paid for performance, not en- 
durance. 

"“L;cglslatlve-control.“ldiiho*s’ Consti- 
tution gives the Legislature responsi- 
bility for funding the education of the 
state’s kids. Tliat responsibility 
shouldn’t be usurped by judges - 
which is what several school districts 
have In mind with their “thorough- 
ness” lawsuit. 

Sensible budgeting. Alt budgets (in- 
cluding the federal one) should bal- 
ance need with affordability. In our 
view, the Idaho Legislature has done a • 
reasonable Job of striking that balance 
in recent years. 

Efficiency. Education funds are a 
limited resQurcc, and ofTicials should 
wring all possible value out of every 
dollar. In some cases, that may mean 
consolidating small-town school dlsi' 
tricts to capture economics of scale.

Other board members argued that the 
project had been delayed enough. -

(his year in Idaho because of clear roads and 
falling gasoline prices, although prices in the 
West remain well above the national average. 

’ The American Automobile Association of 
Idaho reports that gasoline prices have 
dropped't^ 2 cents a gallon since Thanksgiv- 
ing so that the average pricc-fof a gallon of 
scif-serve unleaded is S 1 .204. 

But the national average price is now at 
S1.091. 

"For whatever reason - demand, production 
or distribution - prices are much higher 
throughout the West,” said AAA Idaho 
spokesman Dave Carlson. "In Oklahoma, you 
con buy a gallon of self-service unleaded for 
94 cents.” 

— GasoIhurpriccsTroditionally:, fall -from De^ 
cember to March because the demand for 
gasoline falls with fewer drivers on the winter 
roads, said Jim Lynch, president of Lynch Oil 
Co. in Burley. 

Prices at Magic Valley service stations arc 
lower than the state average. 

Lynch said his Mr. Gas stations have low- 
ered their gasblihc'linccs by'Tc'cnLs a gallon 
since Thoniugiving. 

With falling fuel prices and clear roads, ■ 
Lynch said he expects more Magic Valley 
residents will be traveling this holiday sca-d 
son, including Lynch who plans to visit his 
in-laws. 

Only one out of every five service stations 
in Idaho will be open Christmas Day, ac- 
cording to a AAA survey. Lynch said four of 
his ci^t Mr. Gas stations will be open, but 
at least one in each of its local cities - Twin 
Falls, Burley and Rupert - will be open. 

.AAA also found that Idaho's average un- 
leaded fuel price of 51.204 a.gallon com- 
pares with the average prices in the follow- 
ing states: California, $1,161; Colorado,

Utah, $1,166; Washington, $I ,184; 
Wyoming, SI. 092.

Agency will 
not manage 
new center, 
Filer lockup

• TWIN FALLS - The state Department of 
Health and Welfare will not run the new re- 
gional juvenile detention center when it 
opens in Twin Falls next year. 

Effective Feb. 28, 1994, Health and Wel- 
fare also will discontinue its management 
of the existing lockup in Filer, according to 
a statement released Wednesday by the 
Twin Falls County commissioners, 

The county and the state have "mutually 
agreed” to cancel the current contract, the 
statement reads. 

“Twin Falls County has been very satis- 
fied witli the service that Health and Wel- 
fare has provided for the detention center." 
the commissioners wrote, "but feels the 
need to explore other options because of 
cost cficctivcness. plus questions raised by 
the court system and private citizens about 
the arrangements with Health and Wcl-- 
farc.” 

Kurt Friedenauer, the administrative di- 
reclor-of the Youth Services Center in St.— - 
Anthony, could not be reached for com- 
ment Wednesday. YCS is Idaho’s largest 
juvenile rehab facility and opcratc.s- Twin 
Falls County’s temporary eight-bed lockup 
in Filer. 

- Steven Woodworth, regional director for. . 
Health and Welfare, said Wednesday he 
was "disappointed” that judicial officials 
were so critical of the slate. 

"Our feeling was that we went into (hut, 
contract to be helpful,” Woodworth said. 

"But there’s some suspicipn that if it’s a 
state-run system it's a bad thing,” he safd. 

County Commissioner Jim Fraley .said, 
that some critics of Health 'and*Wclf^ do' 
not realize that the slate department pro- 
vides much more than juvenile services.

The FBI examined the Bible. 
Kershisnik said. results of those 
tests confirmed his belief in the 
suspeej’s guilt.

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Police file battery charge 
against Oakley High student

OAKLEY - Police havr filed a 
charge of battery against a male 
Oakley High School student as a 
result of an investigation into allega- 
tions of harassment and sexual mis- 
conduct at the school. 

Sgt. Dave Tracy of Cassia County 
Sheriff’s Department said police 
launched the investigation in early 
December in response to complaints 
from parents that older students 
were beating and harassing younger 
ones. 

Charges were filed in magistrate 
court W: weeks ago against the male 
student. But the student's age is 
uncertain. Officials first thought he 


was 18 and should be prosecuted as 
an adult. 

But his arraignment has been post- 
poned because he may actually be 
only 17 and therefore should be 
treated as a juvenile. Magistrate Roy 
Holloway said. 

According to a police report filed 
.during the investigationTa 15-year- 
old boy complained that two male 
students regularly beat him up. 

The 15-ycar-oId boy told police 
that in previous months, cither or 
both of the older boys had on sepa- 
rate occasibns dragged him in a 
head-lock around the school, cut his 
hair with a knife and thrown water 
on his pants. 

In another police report, a 17- 
ycar-old girl said that the male stu- 


dent had grabbed her chest as she 
was getting books from her locker 
Dec. 1. She said he had tried to kiss 
her on other occasions. The girf 'lold 
police she is afraid of him. 

In the report, the male student told 
police that when he had kissed the 
girl, she hit' his hand so it uninten- 
tionally touched her breast. 

Lt. Jim Higens said one student 
told police that an older boy had 
sodomized him, but he changed his 
mind about pressing charges. Other 
leads had resulted from “unfounded 
rumors,” Higens said. 

The county prosecutor will decide 
next week whether to press charges 
on any of the other findings.of the 
sheriffs department. Higens said. 


Group launches anti>gay rights drive 


PHOENIX (AP) — A California group already fight- 
ing again.sl gay righls.in 10 states brought its cau.se to 
Arizona-Wednesday, launching a statewide drive to. 
place an anti-gay rights amendment on next year’s bal- 
lot. 

The proposed amendment to the Arizona Coastitution 
would prohibit state and local governments from pass- 
ing ordinances protecting homosexuals from discrimina- 
tion. The proposed amendment is similar to one struck 
down by a Cojorado judge earlier this month. 

“This is not an initiative that discriminates,” said 
Frank Mcliti, a Phoenix busines.sman.and chairman of 
the initiative’s sponsor. Traditional Values Coalition of 
, Arizona. "All we’re asking for is an even ball field." 

‘ Buena Reed, board member of the gay support grdup 
P-FLAG, or Parents, Families & Friends of Lesbians & 
Gays, .said the amendment was an attack on civil rights. 


“We see this as an attempt to legalize disaimination 
against our sons and daughters," Reed said. 

The. Traditional Values Coalition is closely affiliated 
with the Anaheim, Calif.-based Traditional Rights 
Coalition- of-America. The latter group has sponsored 
similar anti-gay rights initiatives in 10 other stales. 

Traditional Rights Coalition Chairman Lou Sheldon 
said homosexuals should not get the same legal protec- 
tion as ethnic minorities because they arc living a 
“behavior-based lifestyle." 

Colorado is the only state to have pa.sscd an anti-gay 
rights amendment. Sheldon said his group also is back- 
ing initiative campaigns in California. Oregon. 
Washington, Montana. Idaho, Michigan, Missouri. 
Maine and Rorida. 

The group also is .working to stop the repeal of 
sodomy laws in Nebraska, he said.

Use of bonnets 
irks Indians 

POCATELLO (AP) — Offended 
by Pocaiello-area business and civic 
leaders wearing Indian war bonnets 
at public functions, the National 
Congress of American Indians is 
asking Gov. Cecil Andrus to stop the 
' practice. 

Such groups as the Pocatello 
Chamber of Commerce don the 
headdress. On Dec. 3. the Indian 
congress compiled a resolution “to 
stop this type of discriminatory 
actions against Indian people." 

The Fort Hall Business Council, 
the governing body of the Shoshonc- 
Bannock Tribes, may consider a 
similar resolution, said Council 
Chairman Keith Tinno. 

“It’s not very honorable the way 
they handle the war bonnet.” Tinno 
said. 

Chamber of Commerce President 
Emma Gebo said she wa.s surprised 
by the resolution that targeted (he 
Pocatello Chiefs, a public relations 
branch of the chamber which 
includes both sexes. 

"It's not in any way disrespect- 
ful," Gebo said. “We’re honoring 
the Indian people. It's a real honor 
to be a chief, for men and women 
alike." 

The chamber's headdresses arc 
made by Oklahoma tribal members 
using turkey feathers. Traditional 
war bonnets have sacred eagle feath- 
ers. 

The resolution notes Indian 
women do not wear war bonnets; 
doing so shows little rc.spcct for tra- 
ditional culture, tribal leaders said. 

“Women wearing war bonnets is 
against Indian culture and beliefs. 
TTiis type of behavior is never prac- 
-liced-am nn g lndi an women ... by_ 
non-Indian women wearing the war 
bonnets, and also Gov. Cecil 
Andrus, shows disrespect to the 
Indian people,” the resolution slated.

School ends contract with eatery

About endless shopping 
trips, marathon cooking and cleaning 
sessions, and gift-wrapping projeds 
that drag lowoid dawn.

Want to strengthen your marriage 
and have a better relationship with 
your children? 

Touch your nose. Tickle your 
daughter’s back. Or learn how to 
make killer macaroni and cheese. 

Such is the stuff of family ritual 

— little things (or not so little, 
sometimes) that your family docs to 
bind its members together and make 
itself different from every other 
family. Different and stronger. 

Rhonda Chapman of Wichita 
savors one ritual above all others In 
her family — her Aunt Margy’s 
Macaroni and Cheese, an integral, 
part of blowout holiday dinners. 

Last Thanksgiving, Chapman 
showed lip at the family feast site 
with fork in hand. Immediately, she 
began scouting the house for the 
coveted dish. 

"I didn’t want pic," she says. "I 
didn’t care about dessert. I made 
sure there was going to be macaroni 
and cheese before I ever went over. 
They tried to hide it from me, but I 
knew it was there." 

The dish, says Chapman, has 
"been in the family for I don’t know 
how long." Chapman is 29 and has 
memories of at least 25 years of 
macaroni. She remembers that 
before Aunt Margy made the maca- 
roni, Atint Margy’s aunt made it. 

-'Not so, says Aunt Margy, also 
known as Margaret Chamberlain. 
Her recipe came out of the Belter 
Homes and Gardens cookbook — 
with a slight change. (She uses 
Veivecta instead of Cheddar.) 

"I keep telling her, ’The recipe’s 
in the cookbook,"’ Chamberlain 
says. But Chapman doesnit seem to 
rcmcm^r that , and has e ndowed the 
macaronTwIih seemingly mystical 
powers': Neither Thanksgiving pics 
nor Christmas presents bind her os 
closely to her family as macaroni 
docs. 

Although it doesn’t specifically 
mention macaroni and cheese, a 
recent issue of the Journal of 

- Marriage and the Family empha- 
sizcs'thc importance of family ritu- 
al. 

What the journal docs say, m 
• reporting a seriously academic study 
by four Syracuse University 
researchers, is that families who 
begin rituals shortly after ihcir.chil- 
dren arrive have less trouble making 
the switch from couples to three- 
somes, experience higher satisfac- 
tion in theu roles as parents and feel 
more secure in thdir marripges. 

Not only that, but young families 
who contmue the rituals that each • 
partner brought into the marriage 
from his or her childhood feel more 
of a connection with the past. That 


lalso increases a person’s sense of 
security and well-being. 

There’s no big trick to establishing 
a family ritual, says Bill Allan, asso- 
ciate professor of family life educa- 
tion at Friends University in Wichita. 
Kan. A ritual can be anything your 
family has done together two or three 
times and decided to keep right on 
doing. Many families establish ritu- 
als when they’re young, but there’s 
nothing that keeps older families 
from doing so, loo. 

'Before children arrive, rituals can 
strengthen couples — especially 
when the couples pick and choose 
from the rituals of their families and 
add special touches of their own. 
When children arrive, rituals often 
take on more rhagical meanings 
because parents, for the first time 
since their own childhoods, begin to 
see special events through the eyes 
ofehudren. ^ 

Families just fall into soinc rituals; 
when something works once, every- 
one decides to hang on to it. Finding 
a way to put the kids to bed that 
everyone seems to like. Greeting one 
another the same way after work or 
school each day. Silting in the same 
place at the dinner table each lime. 

Other rituals lake a little more con- 
scious crafting. Birthday and other 
holiday rituals probably would fall 
into this category, because with 
these, families seek to establish ritu- 
als that have special meaning from 
the start. Such rituals would include 
letting the birthday boy or girl eat 
from a certain plate or choose her 
own menu. Or they could surround 
religious pr other formal events, such 
OS first communions or bar mitzvahs. 


Single parent Wendie Grossman 
feels her loss of family most acutely 
at Thanksgiving, but it’s the entire 
winter holiday season that generates 
the discontent. 

“It's that lime of the year when the 
fantasies of the house and* the yard 
and the picket fence are likely to sur- 
face,” She says. “That’s when you 
feel the worst.” 

For many single pareius, especially 
those whose single status is newly 
minted, the major challenge of.lhe 
December holidays is just getting 
through them. The 12 days of 
Christmas can drag on for what 
seems like eight months; New Year’s 
Eve, which rarely lives up to advance 
billing even under the most positive 
circumstances, arrives with agonizing 
melodrama. 

Grossman, who has a son at board- 
ing school and two grown daughteis, 
avoided her own New Year's Eve- 
wilhoul-a-daie crisis last Dec. 31: “I 
danced in Italy. I vrent to- Sienna with 
my daughter, visiting her friends, and 
spent the evening dancing with peo- 
ple who couldn’t even speak my lan- 
guage. 

“You have to do what makes you 
happy,” she said. “But in those first 


couple of years (after>separalion), fig- 
uring out anything that would make 
me haf^y was very hard.” 

Across the social board, the 
December holidays are greeted with 
as much worry and apprehension as 
joy and hope. Facing the long lines at 
the mall, buying the right size shirt, 
whom to visit, whom to refuse, how 
much to eat. And then come the post- 
holiday blahs. 

For the single parent, these con- 
cerns are mingled with otheis: Who 
gels the kids on Christmas? What if 
they’re sad? How do I negotiate with 
my ex? How much can I spend on 
toys? How much should I spend? 

"There’s so much expectation and 
hype for the holidays, and advertising 
for months in advance, an idealized 
sense of ‘this is how it should be,' ” 
said Jay Buchbinder, a Long Island 
psychiatrist. But there arc no single 
parents in those ideal ads, he said. 

The predicament — and the pain 
and the hurt — of a single parent at 
holiday lime is defined as much by 
"parent” as it is by “single.” “A 
divorced single can fake her way 
though the holidays," says Suzanne 
Jones, executive director of the 
Single Parent Resource Center in 
New York City. "You can take off to 
the Bahamas. But as single parents. 


you set aside your personal feelings 
and think about what’s good for, your 
children." 

To many children of divorced par- 
ents, the idea of a cozy December 
dinner with mom and dad reunited is 
os comforting a vision as sugarplums. 
Santa and milk and cookies. "A sin- 
gle mother tries to make the holidays 
a.s wonderful as she remembers them 
when she was a child,” says Jane 
Mattes, a New York psychotherapist 
who is part of an organization called 
Single Mothers by Choice. “Which is 
really impossible." 

One way to ease the child's expec- 
tations. says Jones, is to build new 
traditions or rituals, to break away 
from situations that rekindle memo- 
ries tinged with regret arid sadness. 
"Wc think wc’rc trapped into certain 
behavior, but we can control the 
shape of the holidays," she says. 
“Find friend.s to share the day with, 
pick another single parent, gel away 
from the TV set. Make positive mem- 
ories out of negative ones." 


Buchbinder suggests creating 
"new" traditions by being flexible: 
Take the child to a parade or to 
granddad’s house, or join n social 
single-parenting group sponsored by 
a church or synagogue. 

Working out the details of kid 
transfer or custody during the school 
vacation periods often requires nego- 
tiations with the cx-spousc. "If 
there's a tendency between the two 
parents toward hostility, a broken 
shoelace can cause an argument” 
during holiday time, says 
Buchbinder. "It’s difficult for a par- 
ent to drop off the kid at the other's 
table on Christmas Eve or New 
Year’s Eve,” Buchbinder say.s. “But 
the couple has to keep the child's 
interest primary." 

Jane Mattes of Single Mothers by 
Choice believes it’s important that 
single parents “keep their expecta- 
tions low and that they don't deter- 
mine (heir sense of worth based on 
how the holidays go. It’s the day-to- 
day celebrations of life that add up."

Funds for moisture program dry up 

POCATELLO — A regional cloud seeding program is believed to 
have created extra moisture for eastern Idaho la.st winter, but a lack of 
funding has turned it ofT. 

"We didn't gel enough money," said Paula Jones, coordinator for 
the Three Rivers Resource Conservation District in Pocatello, a pari 
of the U.S. Depanmcnl of Agriculture. 

Cloud seeding would have cost about S68.000 this year, Jones said. 
Silver iodide is blown into tlie air, causing precipitation to form 
around it in droplets and fall to the earth.

, The eonllicl continued to escalate when Doremus painted the bath- 
house briglit pink, incompatible with Forest Service guidelines that 
buildings fit in with their surroundings. Although the resort is private-

Biologist asks: 
How will lion, 
wolf mix?

JEROME — Magic Valley's population of moun- 
tain lion has grown perhaps to a pointer being a 
problem but mother nature probably already has 
started to make the correction. 

Laird Noh, a livcsiockman in the South Hills, said 
sightings of mountain lions by himself and employ- 
ees probabiy'hii over a dozen in the last couple of 
years.' In the previous 75‘yeors orgrazing In the 
same area, Noh said he doubted sightings of the usu- 
ally man-shy animals amounted to more than a half- 
dozen combined. . , . 

But everyone was agreed that the number of roam- 
ing lions was up. 

In fact, the federal depredation control team 
tracked down and killed two mountain lions that 
caused considerable predation for sheepmen in the 
South Hills this past year. 

Being a territorial animal. pcrhaps the mountain 
lion population gain has become so much that a 
young animal, which caused concern from South 
Park in Twin Falls and from the Hansen Bridge into 
the Buhl area last summer, was only out trying to 
find a place to feed itself. 

"If it was the same animal — and we just assume 
that it was — then it got away." said Craig iCvale. 
regional wildlife manager for the Department of, 

Fish ami Game. “The ADC boys went after it a cou- 
ple gf times but couldn't find it." 

Just Monday, a mountain lion was caught in a 
bobcat trap in the Little Wood Valley. The depart- 
ment tranqujlizcd and released it unhamted. 

Kvalc said the increase of mountain lion rcftccts 
the traditional rise and fall based on the prey species.

JEROMjf — The Bennett Mountain mule 
deer study received its annual radio-collar

The Bennett study, which has a compan- 
ion study in Owyhee County, will document 
the annual spring and fait migrations of deer, 
winter range preference, winter morality and 
several other things in the area that hqs had 
the major landowner-wildlife conflicts in re- 
cent years. 

Craig Kvalc, regional wildlife manager, 
said 18 bucks, 19 fawns and 25 docs now 
moke up die radio-collared herd.

“In the companion study in Owyhee last 
week, two handlers were gored by bucks," 
Kvalc said. 

"We had some trouble with bucks, docs 
and fawns. They were much more vigorous 
this year. Last year there w.is no handling 
problem at all.” 

Tliat is an indication that the animals still 
have good fat reserves from which to draw. 

While there already has been some antler 
drop. Kvalc said the buck to doc'ralio was 
very gi>od. 

“We saw real good numbers ol four points 


in the younger age class. 2'/i or A'/-, years 
old," Kvalesaid. 

Kvale said his department has completed 
some of the deer, composition studies and 
should have them completed by nc.xt week. 
He said early indications arc fawn ratios are 
running between 50-and 60 per 100 docs in 
all populations cheeked thu.s fall.

The report was given to (he Regional In- 
teragency Executive Committee, which is 
made up of representatives of federal agen- 
cies. governors of Northwest states and In- 
dian tribes working on a solution to the 
spotted owl logjam. Their work includes 
salmon habitat restoration. 

"We ab.soUitely agree that we have to get 
started right now.”.said Tom Tuehmann, di- 
rector of the OITice of Forestry and Devel- 
opment. which is coordinating work on 
President Clinton’s forest plan. "The presi- 
dent has requested and Congress has ap- 
propriated dollars to do watershed analysis 
and watershed restoration in FY “94."

Grizzly committee delays Bitterroot decision 


LEWISTON (AP) — The outline 
of a plan to restore grizzly bears to 
the Bitterroot Mountains of nonh- 
central Idaho and Montana will not 
be defined until al least February, 
The Interagency Grizzly Bear 
Committee meeting last week in 
Denver delayed action on the Bit- 
terroot chapter of the federal griz- 
zly recovery blueprint. 

The committee wanted lo-give 
the public more time to think about 
a new proposal, .said member Jerry 
Conley. Idaho Fish and Game De- 
partment director. 

The panel will meet in a tele- 
phone' conference in February to 


consider approving the chapter, 
whtch outlines how grizzly bears, 
a ihreulened species, will be re- 
stored to the Bilterroots. 

The actual mean-s, such as how 
many bears might be freed and 
where, would still subject lo an en- 
vironmental impact statement and 
public comment, Conley said. 

The committee members, who 
represent state and federal agen- 
cies overseeing the bear or its 
habitat, generally favored a new 
approach. 

it culls for bears released in Ida- 
ho to be classed as a non-e.sscnlial 
experimental population, such as a 


proposal for restoring gray wolves 
in central Idaho. 

That status would soften Endan- 
gered Species Act protection for the 
bears in case (hey conflict with peo- 
ple or stock in the area.

Grizzly bears now occupy only 
about 2 percent of their historic 
range, and because of their reclusive 
and wide-ranging habits require 
large blocks of relatively undis- 
turbed habitat.

1 management decisions based on as- 
sumptions. 

Institute researchers las t year do cu- 
mented that wolves killed two moun- 
tain lions in Glacier, ilomocker said. 
More importantly. 18 cases were doc- 
umented of wolves stealing fresh kills 
from mountain lioas. 

“Wolves have learned to follow the 
tracks of lions," Homockcr said. 

What's nccded.'Homockcr said, is 
more insight into the overall ecologi- 
cal dynamics of artificially introduc- 
ing one big predator into the estab- 
lished realm of another. 

"Whose data says they (wolvc.s and 
mountain lions) get along fine?" 


Homockcr said. No one, he said, has 
really studied the interaction. 

If for no other reason, Homockcr 
said, the impact of wolves on cougarsj 
should be understood since some 
16,000 man-days arc spent each year 
in Idaho by hunters pursuing moun- 
tain lions. Wolves may havc an im- 


pact on that recreational opportunity, 
he said. "On the other hand, it might 
be a wash," said Homockcr. Maybe, 
like some domestic dogs and cats., 
wolves and mountain lions will adapt 
to each other with no adverse impact. 
But at this lime, Homockcr said, no 
one knows for sure.

— Tom Osbomc fig- 
ures he has about 1,000 new personal ad- 
visers ever since the bowl coalition paired 
his il-0 Nebrusku Comhuskera against II- 
1 Florida Slate in the Qrangc Bowl on New 
Year’s Day. r- 

Osbome’s mailbox has been slufTcd with 
letters from frustrated fans, offering unso- 
licited advice on how to defeat the Semi- 
nolcs, 0 tcami some call the best in college 
football in the lost 20 years. 

■‘Here’s onc'that says, ‘Ask your grand- 
parents about the headline Dewey Beats 
Truman,"’ Osborne said, sorting through 


the pile. "1 hate to tell him, but i was alive 
then. Apparently he. feels we’re in a similar 
situation. ■ 

“And hcrc’s'anoth'cr from a guy who 
says, ’I have every ofiensive play rite here.' 
R-i-t-c. When people approach you with 
that kind of spelling, you immediately sus- 
pect they might not Imow what they’re talk- 
ing about. But anyway, he has all these 
plays' diagrammed.

losses and win its first national champi- 
onship since 1971. 

That is otic of the few goals Osbomc 
hasn’t reached since he became Bob Dc- 
vaney’s handpicked successor 21 years 
ago. He lias a career record of 206-46-3, 
the highest winning percentage of any ac- 
tive coach in Division I. He has coached 
the Huskers to 21 consecutive bbwl games 
and three straight Big Eight titles, extend- 
ing Nebraska’s streak of.nine-win seasons 
to 25.

To this day. O.sbornc is constantly-re- 
minded of his decision to go for a two- 
poini conversion aOcr the Huskers had ral- 
lied to erase all but a point from a 17-point 
deficit with just 48 seconds to play. Turner 
Gill's pass in the end zone failed, but Os- 
borne still defends going for the win. 

“We cou^ have tied Miami and probably 
won the national championship, but it 
would have been a hollow championship." 
Osborne said. 

“It might have gotten people off my 
back, but it would have been too big a price 
to pay."
